DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1. 1 14. Applicants submission filed on September 28, 2005 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-21 and 23-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with regards to 
claims 7, 14 and 25, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious a method of 
controlling an automotive vehicle comprising applying brake-steer to reduce a turning radius of 
the vehicle beyond that corresponding to a steering input by applying brakes and by applying an 
increased drive torque to a second wheel relative to a first wheel; with regards to claims 8 and 
15, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious a method of controlling an 
automotive vehicle comprising applying brake-steer to reduce a turning radius of the vehicle 
beyond that corresponding to a steering input by applying brakes and by increasing a normal 
load on at least one wheel by modifying a suspension component; with regards to claim 20, the 
prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious a method of controlling an automotive 
vehicle comprising applying brake-steer to reduce a turning radius of the vehicle beyond that 
corresponding to a steering input by the application of brakes in response to the reverse direction 
signal as a function of a second threshold different than the first threshold, wherein applying 
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brake-steer in response to the forward direction or reverse direction comprises applying brake- 
steer in response to steering wheel torque.
